All other 
camps are expeeted to be ready for 
work in the woods by another week, 
thus conforming with the requirement 
that all camps be at work by July 1. 


Mr. Lufburrow said the employment 
of this great number of men on Geor- 


gia forests, through the benefit of the | 


federal conservation program, would | 


prove “the greatest boon to the for- 
estry industry ever received in Geor- 
gia. The conservation program will

“Aside from the primary firebreaks 
to be established, there will be about 
00 lookout towers built, each of which 
will be the center of local telephone 
lines to be installed. Other telephone 
construction will be carried on where 
no towers are erected. Observers in 
the lookout towers will thus be able 
to spot and locate forest fires over 
a huge area. Thus added forest fire 
protection will be afforded, in addi- 
tion to the tremendously valuable 
work in construction of firebreaks.” 


A firebreak is a cleared space, 
usually 25 or 30 feet for principal fire 
breaks, opened through a forest to 
decrease the hazard of spreading fires. 
From the principal firebreaks, nar- 
rower breaks are constructed, to fur- 
ther minimize the danger of a fire 
consuming an entire forest. 

General direction of the 30 state 
forest camps is given from the office 
of the state forester, with district for- 
esters in direet charge. The district 
foresters are: W.D. Young, of Rome; 
FE. B. Stone Jr., of Gainesville: C. N. 
Elliott, of Augusta: W. G. Wallace, 
of Columbus; Jack Thurmond, of Sa- 
vannah: C. B. Beale, of Waycross, 
and H. D. Story Jr., of Waycross.

As one of the first steps the 
backers of the new college secured 
as president Dr. Frank B. Jenkins, 
who gained national reputation as 
the founder and developer of Dem- 
orest College in northeast Georgia. 

The people of Bowdon rallied be- 
hind Dr. Jenkins, guaranteed the 
necessary finances, and the college 
will start off the fall term on a 
broader basis of service than ever 
before. 

The establishment the 
Bowdon furnishes a fine example to, 
other communities where branches 
of the university system were con- 
ducted before were dropped 
from the system.

The discharge of this duty cannot 
without sacrifice of fidelits 
( ifizenship, ver tnere 
room fer personal recrimina 
is nor bitter antagonisms. 

Being thus aclmonished we continue 

declare in all good spirit but with 
deen earnestness and cosviction, that 
the legalization of the liquor traffir 
is not only an ignoble surrender upon 
the part of eur government, but- a 
in morals, an incentive to dis- 
an amazing contribution to law- 
a threat to beneficient busi- 
institutions, an acceleration of 
poverty and a barrier to economic re- 
covery. It constitutes a brutal crime 
against our civilization and all true 
progress. 

The outlook is dark. It is not 
bright. The nation can lose its trade 
with the world and still live if it 
keeps its principles and ideals in- 
violate. With tbe surrender of these,

After looking upon the Tal- 
lulah gorge at the foot of the hills

Six months later he dis- 
covered the Mississippi river and dy- 
ing on its banks was buried in its 
mid-stream, 

The greatest gift of medicine to 
mankind was chloroform and kindred 
anesthetics. The world owes this dis- 
covery to Dr. Crawford Long, of 
Georgia. Of the greatest value also 
was the discovery of artificial respira-

HOUGH beer is back again, and

drinks in the world. 

Just how seriously the return of foamy Rid 
will affect the enormous industry that for 13 
years has floated merrily on an ocean of pop, 
innocuous fruit juices, and ice cream sodas, re- 
mains to be seen; though there is little doubt 
that it will make serious inroads. 

Nor is there any ‘eason to doubt that many 
manufacturers heretofore engaged in the pro- 
duction and sale of bottled pop will turn their 
hands to beer as an agency of greater profit. 
In fact, many already have done so and others 
unquestionably will follow. 

Figures on beer sales for the first couple of 
months following passage of the law hardly 
are reliable as an index of what the annual 
gale will be. In the first place, the tidal wave 
ef enthusiasm which greeted the return of the 
long-lost beverage could not be expected to last. 
Many bought beer during those first few days 
who won't buy much of it in the future. 

On the other hand, summer is at hand now, 
and hot weather makes people thirsty. And 
the number of states where the sale of beer is 
permitted is growing steadily. 


EFORE Congress passed the beer bill 

there were something like 16 states where 
the sale of beer would be permitted imme- 
diately, and half a dozen more where the 
prospects were bright. It was with these fig- 
ures in mind, it is said, that the Treasury, under 
Ogden Mills, had baeed its estimate of proba- 
ble annual beer revenue to the federal govern- 
ment at between 125 and 150 millions. 

But, say the beer enthusiasts, look what hap 
pened! State after state hopped on the brewery 
wagon. Within a month after the passage of 
the bill, 35 states had either permitted the sale 
of beer or had made arrangements to do 80 in 
the near future. 

With a taz of $5 on each barrel, to bring m 
an annual federal revenue of $150,000,000 
would require a daily sale of approximately 
80,000 barrels in the U'nited States. Most 
authorities already admit that the estimate was 
too conservative. 

But whether & was too conservative or not 
remains to be seen. By the end of summer the 
country should have a reasonable idea of just 
how firm a hold 3.2 beer has om the public. 

No matter what happens, it is interesting to 
survey the fcures on the soft drink business. 

Science and modern manufacture and dis- 
tribution made x possible for the modern girl 
to pose on a corner drug store revolving stool 
while she joined her boy friend in a refreshing 
carbonated drink for the popular price of a 
neckel. 

For price and convenience, she has it all over

her famous feminine predecessor who 
started this fad for fizzy drinks. She 
was none other than the beautiful 
and wily Cleopatra who enticed and 
impressed her illustrious bey friend, 
Mark Antony, by mixing and drink- 
ing a sizzling concoction at one of her 
famous banquets, while her languor- 
ous eyes watched her astonished ad- 
mirer over the rim of her golden 
goblet. 

No one has estimated just how 
much that one unique carbonated 
drink cost, but it is known that she 
made it by dissolving one of the finest 
pearls from the priceless collection of 
Alexander the Great in a glass of 
sparkling wine. Perhaps the results 
justified the cost to the indulgent 
Cleopatra, and she may have orig- 
inated an idea ‘or a great industry. 

At any rate, that first bubbling refreshment 
has expanded, by now, to 13 billion glasses 
consumed annually by Americans alone, and 
its increasing popularity has reduced the price 
in an amazing way. 


pao Bere have played am important 

part in the history of the world, from the 
potent wines of ancient civilizations to the vast 
modern industry of carbonated beverages. Man 
has been particularly zealous in his quest for 
some magic concoction which would add to his 
health and pleasure and his possession of youth. 

Natural mineral waters have developed fa- 
mous spas around the sources of their springs, 
in countries throughout the world, to which peo- 
ple have journeyed from far places to drink 
and bathe in the health-giving waters. 

It was a man’s avid quest for a certain fabled 
fountain, whose magic waters would insure per- 
petual youth, which led to the discovery of 
Florida, that state now famous for its seaside 
resorts and youthful pursuits of pleasure. 

Wherever springs of carbonated water are 
located in Europe there are not only modern 
health resorts, but usually the ruins of some 
ancient Roman settlement, as well. Similarly, 
in America, long before the arrival of the white 
man, the healthful properties of mineral springs 
were known and valued by the Indians. 

But the waters of these springs were not 
available to most persons, so man began to 
ponder upon the feasibility of carbonating 
water by artificial means. And whatever man 
has pondered, he has been able, usually, to 
achieve.

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his patients, and induced a druggist 
friend of his to attempt its prepara- 
tion. 

So Townsend Speakman worked 
in his little shop in Philadelphia, 
until he had devised a_ successful 
carbonating apparatus. [he first car- 
bonated water was made by impreg- 
nating distilled water with carbon 
dioxide gas, which is present on the 
surface of fermenting substances. 

Later, the gas was made from 
chalk or sulfuric acid. However, 
modern manufacturers no longer ob- 
tain the gas from marble and sulfuric 
acid, for its production has become 
a highly specialized chemical indus- 
try, utilizing many natural acids and 
flavors. 

But bottled carbonated beverages 
may be said to have been born with 

the United States. 
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Society has condescended to quaff from the plebian beer mug now, and the soft drink makers 


are wondering how that'll affect thew trade.

It was his experiments in artificially carbon- 
ating water in about 1772 which interested a 
famous physician of that time in Philadelphia, 
Dr. Philip Physick. This physician perceived 
the advantage of such a product to certain of 


OON after the Revolution, patients and 

friends of Dr. Physick got the habit 
of dropping into Mr. Speakman’s shop every 
day for a glass or two of carbonated water. 

The Philadelphia druggist must have been 
a shrewd business man as well as an able 
scientist, for he ascertained that if this new 
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drink were made more palatable, the demand 
for it would increase. 

So he had the happy inspiration to flavor it 
with fruit juices. The results added to both 
flavor and appearance. The next step was arti 
ficial coloring. The idea clicked. 

Here was pleasant refreshment combined 
with health-giving elements. Its popularity grew 
with astonishing rapidity, and the development 
of the industry has been steadily progressive. 

Statisticians might almost convince us that 
we drown ourselves annually in these carbon- 
ated beverages, or at least bathe in them. There 
are now some 75,000 plants which, until beer 
was ushered back, were manufacturing 13 bil- 
lion half-pints annually. This is equivalent te 
812,000,000 gallons—which quantity of fizzy 
beverages, if placed in a mammoth reservoir, 
would support a whole fleet of modern battle- 
ships.

this $270,324,000 worth of bottled soft 
drinks which are designated by various alluring 
trade names, the nation consumes tons of fruit 
juices. 

There is no statistical record of the number 
of homemade drinks from lemons, oranges, 
grapes and such fruits; but there is authentic 
record that the fountain industry consumes an- 
nually 1,500,000,000 oranges and 283,400,- 
000 lemons. Sales of fresh orange and lemon 
drinks have increased 68.2 per cent during the 
last five years. 

Among the various materials consumed by 
the soft drink industry, sugar is the largest item. 
More than 300,000 tons are required annually, 
which is about 25 per cent of the United States” 
production of refined sugar. Try to visualize 
this quantity in one large lump—it would have 
a volume o1 9,500,000 cubic feet. 

Next to sugar, acids are among the most 
important ingredients of bottled carbonated 
beverages. The most popular are citric and 
tartaric acids, obtained from lemons and grapes. 


HIS acid market has been revolutionized 
during the last three or four years. Italy 
had long supplied the world with citric acid 
and citrates. But since 1928 the United 
States has not only supplied her own market, 
but has displaced Italy ae the leader in the 
foreign citrate market with increasing exports 
of that product. This industry will continue to 
expand, with continued experiment and research 
and the potential increase of natural fruit juices. 
For many years, grape juice was the only 
unfermented fruit juice produced om a commer- 
cial scale, and it still represents the greater part 
of the fruit juice production. The value of the 
grape juice manufactured in 1929, according 
to figures from the United States Department 
of Commerce, was $5,188,594. In addition 
to this, a considerably quantity of grape juice 
is produced in homes and on farms.

student revolt against too rigid regulation of student 
conduct which has flared up on campuses all over the 
country in late months. More than thitty reporters 
studied campus conditions in as many different States, 
and their findings have been summarized on these pages 
during the past six weeks. This series has received 
widespread attention and it has been hailed as one of 
the most daring, impartial and revealing exposures of 
actual campus conditions ever published. Student lead- 
ers have called it one of the most composite and graphic 
portrayals of the modern New Youth movement yet 
presented. 


Copyright. 1933, by 
HEN John Q. Professor, dean of Any 
College, U. S. A., first announced he had 
placed a ban on students driving automo- 
biles, he made a big hit with his fellows of the 
faculty. Here, they chorused, was a master- 
piece of collegiate administration. 

In one bold stroke, Dean Professor had elim- 
inated most of the opportunity for campus pet- 
ting and thereby had made his job of keeping an 
eye on undergraduate morals that much easier. 
Also he had made sure that students wouldn't 
be out joy-riding when they should be studying 
their lessons. 

The faculty sincerely believed this and agreed 
that these two “reforms” alone would be worth 
any price. But what made the automobile ban 
a stroke of genius in their eyes was this: While 
the students would rage and rant against the cur- 
tailment of their liberties, their parents and the 
general public were certain to sing paeans in 
praise of the wisdom of the dean. And after all. 
it was they who counted. 

It was so that the motor-car bans on many 
campuses were born. At some institutions today 
no student may operate a car during the school 
year unless he wins a special dispensation from 
the dean. At others, the students cannot drive 
outside the limits of the college town; or they 
are not allowed to drive after 9:30 in the eve- 
ning; or, as in at Jeast one case, co-eds and men 
students are not allowed to ride together, al- 
though groups of boys and groups of girls may 
joy-ride all they want to, just so there are no 
members of the opposite sex in the car. 

- The professors were right in their anticipa- 
tion of what would follow the bans—that is, al- 
most right. Their announcements that they were 
taking this drastic step to safeguard the lives 
and limbs of students who otherwise might be 
injured in accidents met with widespread ap- 
proval among parents. Also the delicate sugges- 
tion that students would pav more attention to 
their studies. and less attention to petting and 
love-making. won parental favor. 

But the storm of ridicule and abuse heaped 
on faculty heads by outraged student bodies was 
more than the professors had looked for. Never 
before. it seemed, had students been so aroused 
overa Protoss Hm of their activities. There were 
threats of reprisals which made the deans quake 
in their shoes. But the professorial hands were 
tied; thev could not back down. 

This is the status of the auto ban on many 
campuses teday. The professors on some cam- 
puses would like to lift it. to quiet student unrest. 
but ther dare not. Student resentment keeps 
breaking out. often militantly, and the breach 
keeps widening.

And again that smile 
which must have launched a thousand hopeful 
ships—and wrecked them! ‘It was inevitable 
that J] should ask her to halt a moment in a con- 
venient restaurant and tell me what she meant. 
Then, in no time at all. we were seated ata table 
and she was telling me about “other people’ 
when 1 wanted.to.talk about her—and myself.

“It’s very strange 
here along the Border,”’ 
she began. “A region 
of incredible contrasts. 
You have seen young 

women dancing or posing 
‘in some of the cabarets 
with — well, in their 
birthday clothes. Yet, in 
Juarez the one indecent 
act, according to law, is 
kissing in public. Scores 
of Americans pay fines every month for doing it. 
Not long ago an American kissed his sweetheart 
in a cabaret which was showing a sex film with 
the actors nude—and they were taken to a police 
station and fined $5 apiece. That’s the Border! 

‘“‘While we’re on this unclad subject, I’d like 
to tell you how life down here seems to change 
people utterly. ] remember a man who is master 
of ceremonies in a Juarez cabaret. His wife, 
really a gorgeous creature, dances almost nude 
in the place while her husband leads the or- 
chestra. It’s a favorite resort for American tour- 
ists, who seem to get a great, what-do you call 
it, kick? out of it. Her husband was asked what 
he thought of- his wife’s performance. His -an- 
swer Was: 

“*You get used to anything down here. 

“Lovely woman undraped is:to be seen in 
countless cabarets, and those who thus disport 
themselves for the crowds of vicariously thrilled 
visitors, seem to think nothing whatever of it. 
But, that’s when they are out before their audi- 
ences. When they're not, they are evidently very

certainly are not there to cheer.” 

Perhaps the outstanding ex- 
ample of this ban is at the University of Michi- 
gan, one of the largest and best known of the 
State universities. The ban was established there 
a few years ago by Dr. Clarence Cook Little, then 
president of the institution. At first he specified 


that only upper-classmen—Jjuniors and seniors— } 
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modest. For 
example, a 
dishwasher in 
one of the cabarets was arrested because one of 
the semi-nude dancers complained he had peeped 
while she was undressing!

Where else than here 
could that happen ?”’ 

I made no suggestion of another such weird 
locality, and Chita went on: 

“And here’s an odd one, if there ever was: 
You may not believe it, but one evening a special 
policeman had a quarre] with a cabaret girl over 
another man. He had been drinking pulque or 
mescal, or something, so he told the girl he was 
going to kill himself then and there, that she had 
been faithless to him and he could not live to 
bear it. 

“She knew, somehow or other, that he meant 
it, so she sprang at him and threw her arms about 
his neck, her head over his shoulder. Well, the 
drunken man put his pistol to his breast and 
pulled the trigger. The bullet went through him 
and struck the girl in the neck. Bot of them 
dropped to the tloor—dead. That’s Juarez for 
you, or that’s the Border, if you wish. Don’t think 
for a moment that this sort of thing is limited to 
any particular community down here.” 

While we were taiking, a young man and a 
pretty girl came into the restaurant and paused 
near our table. The girl seemed to me just a bit 
dazed, uncertain. They spoke in. Mexican and

naturallv in our forests 
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the grass there will probably use 
most of the plant food before the 
tree is able to get it. Also, a great 
many of the feeding roots of the 
tree will be attracted to the sur- 
face of the soil, which is not good 
for it. 

Probably the best method of 
feeding trees is by placing the 
fertilizer in small, crow-bar holes. 
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cow manure is excellent for new- 
lv planted or transplanted stock. 

When shade trees have been 
properly fed, it is not necessary to 
feed them every year unless ex- 
ceptional conditions prevail. Every 
two to three years after the first 
application should be often enoug!. 
for re-feeding, to keep the tree: 
healthy and vigorous. A casual! 


ticular purpose. It would be almost 
impossible to make a mistake in 
using too much bone meal for 
fertilizing shade tres. For best 
results, we believe that raw bone 
meal is much to be preferred over 
the common, steam bone meal. 
It might be well to mix a small 
amount of commercial fertilizer 
with this bone meal when it is 
applied. 

During hot, dry summers the 
ground around trees, particularly 
immediately under the branch 
spread, should be soaked with 
water every two weeks. The super- 
ficial sprinkling commonly given 
to lawns does not benefit the trees, 
as this moisture is generally ab- 
sorbed by the grass roots, and 
seldom penetrates deep enough to 
give the tree any beneficial re- 
sults. Where trees are cbviously 
lacking water. some more drastic 


measures. Very often, in these 
cases, it is necessary to call a tree 
surgeon for his advice and help. 
In case the tree is not lost, it has 
certainly been a very great ex- 
pense, 

SPRAYING. 

We are fortunate that very fe\ 
insects or diseases attack the com- 
mon varieties of shade trees that 
are used in our section arounc 
Atlanta. In case you are troubled 
with some insect or disease. the 
best thing to do is to ask some 
expert in your town. 

The filling of cavities that 
sometimes occur in shade trees is 
such a scientific, difficult job that 
the amateur should not attempt to 
repair this damage. The best thing 
to do is to get the very best tree 
surgeon available for this kind of 
work.

A well should be built 
around the tree trunk itself. Tile 
drainage should be connected witr

here are several methods of 
feeding trees. One of the best 
Ways is to dig a trenc:. under 
the extremities of the branch 
spread.

J.P. Morgan

MYSTERIOUS explosion 
occurred in the senate 
wing of the national capi- 
tol at Washington, D. C., on July 
2, 1915, and that same day the 
New York police got a report that 
an unknown woman had entered 
the offices of J. P. Morgan & 
Company in New York, frantically 
seeking an interview with the fi- 
nancier. “I’ve got to see him!” 
she cried. “Something terrible is 
going to happen if I “on'’t.” 

But she didn't see Mr 
gan. Nor would she talk 
one cise. 

The next morning, 
o'clock, Morgan and his 
were having breakfast in the 
palatial country home in Glen 
Cove. L. I.. when a_ visitor—a 
strange looking, thin man in a 
wrinkled suit—arrived at the front 
entrance and asked to see Mr 
Morgan. The Morgan estate oc- 
cupies an entire island, reached 
from the mainiand by a causeway, 
and is guarded by about three 
dozen watchmen, vet somehow the 
stranger had eluded them and 
reached the house. 

“I represent the Society Summer 
Directory.” he informed John 
Physick, the butler, as he carefully 
deposited an imitation leather 
suitcase on the porch beside him 
“Here's my card.” 

He spoke in a slightly foreign 
accent. His card bore the name, 
“Thomas C. Lester.” 

“I'm very sorry.” said the but- 
ler, “but Mr. Morgan sees no one 
here accept by appoin tment.’

Startled cries sounded in the 
rear of the house. Several persons 
arses up the stairs.

he had two guns in his hands 
now—ran down the hall and 
bounded up the steps. crying, 

“Stop—stop or I'll shoot.” Morgan 
and his wife were close — 
on the landing. “Stop or- 

Then he did fire. 

Morgan, hit in the hip, closed 
with his assailant. The two strug- 
gled desperately on the landing 
Mrs. Morgan wrenched one of the 
guns out of the man's hand. 

It all happened very fast Before 
help could arrive the assassin 
broke loose and fired again, 

The financier stacgered 
and fell. 

Both bullets struck him in the 
hip, the second one close to the 
groin. The assailant was over- 
powered before he could try his 
aim again. He was hustled off to 
the village jail. Officers found on 
his person three sticks of dyna- 
mite, an express receipt, a cartoon 
clipped from a Philadelphia paper 
and a scrap of paper on which 
had been written the names of 
the Morgan children. 

The sensational news ne 
out over the country Pinas! | in- 
terests made strenous peared to 
keep the stock market from react- 
ing too radically. Soon flocks olf 
police officers were at East Island, 
Also plenty of 
reporters and photographers 

Questioning of the prisoner 
soon brought some startling State- 
ments. He admitted to Constable 
Frank McCahill that his name was 
not Thomas Lester but Frank 
Holt. He said he was a former 
German instructor at Cornel] Uni- 
versity. He insisted he had no in- 
tention of killing Morgan—he 
merely wanted to ask him to use 
his influence to halt the shipment 
of munitions to Europe. 

“What about this slip of paper 
with the names of the Morgan 
children?” demanded. Captain 
Thomas J. Tunney, of the New 
York citv bomb squad, “And what 
about those sticks of dynamite? 
He finally admitted that he had 
planned to hold Mrs. Morgan and 
the children as hostages in an up- 
per room of the mansion while 
Morgan saw to it that the United 
States stopped war 
plies 
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sending 
to the allies. 
How did he expect to eat in th 
meantime? He replied that he 
would have cut a hole in the door, 
and forced every oné to his will 
under threat of exploding tr 
dynamite and killing Mrs, Morg an 
and the 1 two bovs. And himsel 
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too, of course, but his own life 
didn't seem to matter. 

When this session of questioning 
ended, he asked permission to 
send a telegram to his wife in 
Dallas, Texas. He scribbled the 
following— 

Mrs. F. Holt, 

1ll Marseilles St., 

Dallas, Texas. 

Man proposes, God disposes. 
Don't come until you get my 
letter. Be strong. F. HOLT.

Meanwhile, in Washington, D. 
C., the authorities were concen- 
trating their efforts on the bomb- 
ing in the capitol. 

That morning a form letter, 
signed “R. Pearce,” and protesting 
the shipment of arms to the allies. 
had been received by every news- 
paper in Washington. Captain 
Boardman of the capital police 
compared this letter with Holt’s 
Statement in New York. He no- 
ticed that Pearce had written— 
“We would, of course. not sell to 
the Germans if they could buy 
here,” and Holt had stated. “If 
Germany should be able to buy 
munitions here we would. of 
course, positively refuse to sell to 
her.” 

Boardman immediately wired 
New York, asking the police to 
find out, 
had been on Thursday and Friday. 

Another session of questioning 
culminated in a confession that 
he had set off the bomb in the 
capitol wing. 

He had arrived in Washington 
early Friday afternoon, hired a 
room near the Union station, and 
an hour later had gone to the 
capitol. He planted a bomb, con- 
taining three sticks of dynamite. 
timed to explode within eight 
hours. That evening he wrote the 
Pearce letters, took the midnight 
train for New York, and early Sat- 
urday morning went to Glen Cove. 

“I chose the capitol.” he ex- 
Digined, “because it was the most 
prominent place in the country.” 

He admitted he had spent about 
$300 for explosives recently, but 
could account for only $50 of this 
money. He would not state where 
he had purchased the dynamite. 
nor where he might have stored 
his supply. 

“Ask me on Wednesday, July 
7.” he said, smiling mysteriously. 
“Until! then I have nothing more 
to sav.” 

It was reported that his next in- 
tended victim, after Morgan, was 
President Woodrow Wilson, at that 
time summering in New Hamp- 
shire. In fact, Holt was said to 
have’ prepared quite a list of na- 
tional leaders to shoot down or 
blow up 

In Boston, Mass., Police In- 
spector Patrick Hurley read the 
stories of the attempted assassina- 
tion, noted that Holt had been an 
instructor of German, and that he 
walked with a shambling gait. 
Later, Hurley saw a picture of the 
prisoner, with the result that on 
Sunday afternoon Holt was identi- 
fied as the long-missing Professor 
Erich Muenter, of Harvard Uni- 
versity, 

And now let us tell the story 
of why Erich Muenter changed his 
name to Holt. 

Muenter, German born, emi- 
grated to America as a young man 
after his graduation from the 
University of Berlin. He obtained 
a teaching job at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, married Leona 
Krembs, of Chicago, and presently 
a daughter, Helen, was. born 
While his wife and new-born 
child lay asleep in the same room, 
and while Muenter sat on the 
front porch, the wife and child 
were almost killed by gas escap- 
ing from open fets. 

It was rather a strange accident, 
as the room was well lighted, and 
it was broad daylight. 

FIRST WIFE DIED IN

a post-graduate course, at the 
Same time teaching German in 
the university.

mother-in-law. boarded a _ train 
for the east, and—vanished. 

Professor William F. Whitney, 
of the Harvard Medical school, 
meanwhile completed his exami- 
nation. His conclusion was that 
Mrs. Muenter died from arsenic 
administered in small doses over 
an extended period of time. 

‘But, if he had killed her, what 
had been his motive? The author- 
ities could find no sensible ex- 
planation. One theory advanced 
was that Muenter had long been 
a student of the occult, and that 
he killed his wife in accordance 
with some sort of strange belief. 
His wife's family recalled the near 
asphyxiation soon after the first 
child was born, and were con- 
vinced Muenter had attempted 
murder, 

No trace of Muenter was found, 
despite a wide search, but pres- 
ently President Charles W. Eliot 
and others at Harvard received a 
sensational pamphlet from New 
Orleans, entitled “Protest.” The 
pamphlet described a lurid mur- 
der alleged to have taken place 
in Oxford. England, and then 
rambled off into a discussion of 
prison. reform, and the general 
treatment of crimes of violence. 

“I can never prove mv innocence 
to you,” said the message. My only 
witness is dead. Hence, if I could 
annihilate all of Chicago and 
Cambridge that would be the 
thing to do. You. wish to annihil- 
ate me. I must anticipate you.” 

And here he was, locked up in 
Glen Cove, captured apparently in 
full career. 

As Frank Holt he had taught 
German in various universities, 
and had taken a second wife in 
Amarillo. Texas. It was to her he 
had written that telegram. Appar- 
ently the two were devoted to each 
other—there is no record of any 
attempts upon the life of ttiis 
second wife. Perhaps it was the 
war that again brought his streak 
of lunacy to the surface.

We return to the investigation 
in New York. 

One of the chief objects of the 
police was to locate the prisoner's 
store of explosives—also to clear 
up the mystery of his strange re- 
mark about Wednesday, July 7. 

Detectives learned that he had 
purchased one of his guns in Jer- 
sey City, giving the name Hender- 
son and his address as Svosset, 
L. I. Also, the records of the 
powder company which had made 
the dynamite showed that a man 
giving the name of Henderson had 
telephoned the company, asking 
that 200 sticks of dvnamite be left 
for him at the railroad station at 
Svosset. 

The station agent at Syosset re- 
called that, about three weeks be- 
fore, a man named Henderson had 
come to claim a trunk he had 
Shipped from New York. The 
trunk must have been empty, the 
agent said, because it weighed 
only 36 pounds. Henderson signed 
for the trunk and went away. 

He returned a few days later. 
saying he was expecting a couple 
of boxes of dynamite. detonating 
caps, and fuses. Said he had a lot 
of tree stumps to blow up. After 
that he didn’t come back for a 
week. The station agent recalled 
now that when the man signed for 
the trunk he wrote “Henderson” 
but when he signed for the dyna- 
mite he wrote “Hendrix.”

Next, the railroad station at 
Central Park, a few miles farther 
west. reported that a man named 
Henderson had shipped a trunk to 
the Pennsylvania station in New 
York city on Friday, July 2.

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tectives in New York at once be- 
gan checking up on the baggage 
check at Penn station, while Cap- 
tain Tunney and his associates 
tried to pick up the trail in Cen- 
tral Park, L. I. 

The detectives learned that a 
man answering the description of 
Holt had hired a boy to cart a new 
trunk on a wheelbarrow from a 
shanty in the woods to the rail- 
road station. They found the 
shanty, a half burned box marked 
“Dynamite,” and some waxed 
paper in which the explosive had 
been wrapped. Nothing more. 

Again Holt was questioned, but 
he shook. his head, “I will tell you 
everything on Wednesday,” he re- 
peated. 

“What's the idea of keeping us 
up in the air this way?” demanded 
Tunney: 

The prisoner smiled. 
see.” 

Through the baggage check the 
trunk was traced to a warehouse 
in the heart of Manhattan. The 
trunk contained enough dynamite 
to wreck the building. There were 
134 sticks. 

On top of that the police learn- 
ed that Holt had written his wife, 
Saying that on Wednesday, July 7. 
a ship which left New York on 
July 3 would blow up at sea. In 
other words, a time bomb of some 
kind had been smuggled aboard a 
vessel. possibly one with a cargo 
of munitions. 

The dreadful news was flashed 
to Washington. The government 
got in touch with various ships at 
sea. Each vessel replied that a 
thorough search had been made, 
and no bombs found. 

But at noon, July 7, at the S. S. 
Minnehaha, which had left New 
York on July 3, was steaming 
along in midocean, an explosion 
occurred, blowing out a section of 
the upper decks. By some miracle 
no one was killed or injured, and 
the ship was able to proceed with- 
out calling for help. 

Back to Holt, alias Muenter—A 
telegram had come from his wife, 
saying she was hiring the best 
lawyers in Texas to defend him, 
and counseling courage. Holt ask- 
his special guard, Jerry O’Ryan, 
if he might have some writing 
materials as he wished to send a 
message to his wife. O’Rvyan 
brought paper and pencil. While 
he was writing, Dr. Guy Cleyborn, 
jail physician. and two deputies 
visited him. 

“How's everything, Holt?” in- 
quired the doctor. “Feeling all 
right? 

“Fine. I'm just writing my wife.” 

The trio departed. 

Later, Holt asked O’Ryan to let 
the door of his cell open for a 
while, so he could walk up and 
down the runway before turning 
in for the night. 

The guard let him out. 

Holt walked up and down for 
a while, and then dove 30 feet 
to the concrete floor, head first. 
He was dead when they picked 
him ‘up.

In his cell they found this mes- 
sage to his family in Texas’ 

“My dears: 

“I must write you once more.

REACHING FOR SLAMS. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON.

ual slam contract to be reach- 


T IS customary for an event- 
ei only after a forcing bid has 


been made by one of the two part- 


ners on the way up. Without this 
definite sign of strength it is very 
hard for a side to exchange 
enough information about their 
respective honor strength to justi- 
fy a bid of this kind. In fact, there 
is only about one case when a 
Slam can be safely arrived at 
without the use of a forcing bid 
and this -ccurs when a certain 
partnership is indicating extreme- 
ly high values by their free bids. 

The following hand is an ex- 
ample of thoroughly minimum 
bidding extremely effective.

1—A better bid here would have 
been the double jump over- 
call of three spades. This would 
undoubtedly have hindered the 
bidding for North 
and might, indeed, have result- 
ed in their failing to reach 
their best contract. The bid of 
one spade, while sound, was in- 
effectual. 

—Not quite enough to justify a 
forcing bid. However, in view of 
the standards on which this 
particular partnership was 
based, a strong bid. 

3—A sound raise and, if anything, 
a slight underbid. 

4—West now makes the bid he 
should have made in the first 
place, but it is too late for it 
to. do any good. 

o—A ‘mild slam try. Inasmuch as 
the major suit has been sup- 
ported it would not be neces- 
Sary to show the club support 
unless further bidding were de- 
sired, 

6—An acceptance of the mild slam 
try and a further invitation to 
partrer. Of course, South is not 
strong enough to take the re- 
sponsibility of a slam upon 
himself. 

*—A_ further 
passing.” 

8—South still has one slight re- 
bid left. It is so slight as to be 
almost imperceptible but when 

a contract of five is reached 

these things must be taken into 

consideration. 

It is quite evident from a study 
of the 26 cards that the slam 
Should be ~eached. A mere 2-2 
break in clubs will assure the suc- 
cess of this contract. This, of 
course, did not occur. -but the 
declarer still had the diamond

finesse available and, when this 
proved successful, was able to con- 
gratulate himself and his partner 
upon the success of their mini- 
mum bidding tactics. 

This is unusual slam bidding 
as it does not involve a jump bid 
at anv time and does not even in- 
volve the use of the four-five no- 
trump convention. 

Another type of slam bidding 
which is far from common but 
which nevertheless involves a very 
valuable inference is the slam 
which is reached after a jump to 
three no-trump by the opening 
hand. This bid, of course, al- 
ways denies distributional strength 
but at the same time promises a 
considerable number of honor- 
tricks which, fitted with partner's 
distributional power, will prove 
very useful. 

The following hand illustrates 
this type of bidding and also illus- 
trates the danger of underbidding 
by the opening hand. When it 
was played in a recent duplicate 
tournament only one team out of 
eight reached the grand slam, and 
one team actually failed to reach 
even a small slam.

At first glance it would seem as 
though North's two-heart bid were 
too much of a risk as a pass from 
pertner would undoubtedly lose 
a laydown game. However, the 
hand is a very hard one to bid 
and of the bids available I believe 
that the minimum response is the 
best. Three hearts cannot be con- 
sidered on account of the lack of 
honor-tricks, and four heerts is 
nothing more than a_ shutout, 
which is certainly not what North 
wants. In some cases it is neces- 
sary to underbid and I believe this 
to be one of them. 

South’s three-no-trump bid is 
very fine and shows a hand with 
some sort of fit in hearts and at 
least 4 1-2 honor-tricks. Upon 
hearing this bid, North needs no 
further information. He is positive 
that the worst his partner can 
hold in hearts is the knave and a 
small one and, of course, at least 
the king of clubs must also be 
held. Five hearts would be too 
weak a bid as this wou!d be mere- 
ly a request for six. The six-heart 
bid is a definite request for seven. 
Of course, South should not hesi- 
tate in bidding seven as he holds 
all three aces in side suits and the 
king of his partner’s suit. To 
justify the immediate slam bid

North also responded with two 
hearts but when South decided to 
bid only two no-trump, North's 
only possible response was four 
hearts. Most of the South players 
then realized that they had une 
derbid and raised the contract to 
five, which, of course, North took 
to six. One player, however, ac- 
tually went so far as to pass the 
four hearts. This, of course, gave 
him an absolute bottom on the 
board, which he undoubtedly de- 
served.

the log-built stronghold that was Chi-

Its roof is hung 
from “sky hooks” instead of being sup- 
ported from the ground up, The dome 
is the height of diameter of 206 feet.
